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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The after-final amendment is not entered because: 

a. New issues are raised in the amendments that would require further search and/or 
consideration. The proposed amendments to rejected Claims 1,15 and 24 add significant 
new limitations regarding when certain functions take place. The proposed amendment 
to allowed Claim 17 broadens the claim by removing the limitation that the current model 
in the adaptive filter is an echo model As such, further search and consideration would 
be required. 

b. The proposed amendment would add new Claims 27, 28 and 29 without canceling 
a corresponding number of finally rejected claims.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments that are based on the proposed amendment are moot due to the 
amendment's not being entered for the reasons stated above. 

3. Applicants arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments are all based on the incorrect premise that Karlsen fails to teach 
performing a claimed action "when a real time error occurs". As examiner stated in the prior 
Office action mailed on 17 May 2004, for example in paragraph 1 1 on page 5: "Karlsen 
discloses: detection of the programmable filter performing more poorly than the adaptive filter 
(i.e., a real-time error) (Fig. 7, step 530) leading to copying the adaptive filter to the 
programmable filter". The poor filter performance represents a real time error.
